To Extend News Service 


Movement To Enlarge Newspaper 
Service In Western Canada 

Newspaper publishers and editors 
of western Canada, members of the 
Canadian Press, met at Vancouver re- 
cently, in preparation for the great 
extension of the news service in west- 
ern Canada following the printeriza- 
tion of the leased wire telegraph cir- 
cuits now in progress from Winnipeg 
to Victoria, which will about double 
the wordage laid down in the individ- 
ual newspaper offices and will permit 
scope for much freer interchange of 
news as between the four western 
provinces, as well as the publication 
of more eastern Canadian news in 
the west and more western Cana- 
dian news in the east. 

Proposals of the management for 
the betterment of the news service, 
both foreign and domestic, were en- 
dorsed and in particular the meeting 
went on record as recommending to 
the board of directors of the Cana- 
dian Press the early establishment at 
Tokio of a Canadian Press staff 
representative, now that a Canadian 
ministry has been established in Jap-
